This is a petition under 37 CFR 1.59(b) to expunge from the assignment records the 
assignment document filed at Reel/Frame 013202/0635 (Exhibit 1) from the assignment records 
of the United States Patent and Trademark Office. The grounds for the petition are as follows.

Despite the fact that the inventors 1 rights in the application were already assigned to The 
Queen ? s University of Belfast by virtue of the Exhibit 2 assignment, the inventors subsequently 
on May 30, 2002 executed a further assignment to the same institution (Exhibit 1). The Exhibit 
1 assignment was recorded at the USPTO on August 14, 2002 under Reel/Frame 013202/0635 (3 
pages). Although the Exhibit 1 assignment on its face does not identify the application by serial 
number, the application was identified by predecessor counsel's docket number, 41934/23838.
